linois Department of Revenue stated 
the park distfict wotld- receive 
$37,814 this month, but it has not not 
arrived. This sum is designated for 
the monthly expenditures of the 
district 

The gloomy outlook will not im 
prove, since stax bills are npt ex 
pected to be mailed on time, so the 
park. district does not expect to 
receive any real estate-tax monies 
until November. 

If we could get the money as 
predicted we would not have this 
problem,”’ Board President George 
Sykes announced 

A brief- discussion was conducted 
on the procedures to borrow on-tax 
anticipation warrants, but no final 
decision was made. 

An audit report, submitted by 
Monroe Worthen, was acknowledged

Legal action taken by Madison 
County officials last week to force 10 
township. assessors to turn in their 
assessment books has resulted in a 
turnover of books by at least one 
assessor 

Granite City Township Assessor 
Von Dee Cruse said Tuesday that he 
spoke with the County Supervisor of 
Assessments James Barton Monday 
morning and brought in his books 
before noon 

CRUSE SAID earlier that he’ had 
not been aware of the court com 
plaint but that he wished to 
cooperate completely with the coun: 
ty. The suit notes that townships 
were to have turned in their assess 
ment books by April 13. 

Barton said he has received one 
other call since the suit’s filing, from 
the assessor in Pin Oak Township 
and that she had indicated to him 
that she would get the township 
books in immediately 4 

Barton said he hopes the com 
plaint will prompt the other eight 
township officials to get their books 
turned in. “Although the assessors 
are just one step in the cycle, they 
are the first step and, without the 
books, the process cannot continue," 
he said 4 

HE SAID MOST of the townships 
have not finished their assessments 
because they have to use last year's 
tax worksheets. But Barton s 
the township officials are required 
by law to use their duplicate 
worksheets from the previous year if 
new sheets are not available 

Barton said the only disadvantage 
to using the old books is that the 

essors must call him and find out 
what the multiplier is, s 
calculate the taxes. really no 
problem to use the old books,” he 
said. “It just requires one phone 
call.” 

He said the law requiring the use 
of last year’s books was designed to 
speed up the process. He said the 
new tax books cannot be prepared 
until the Madison County Board of 
Review completes all ofits tax ap:

Last year, Kulfinski was one of the 
persons spearheading an effort to re 
establish an American prairie on the 
unversity campus. However, the 
prairie got off to a bad start 

TORRENTIAL RAINS washed 
away many of the seeds on the 25 
acre plot. along Bluff Road before 
they had a chance to germinate. The 
rains were followed by a long period 
of high temperatures, which also did 
little to promote the growth of the 
five species of native grasses and 30 
varieties of wild flowers. 

The track record for the field js do 
ing better this spring. “The grasses 
same through the winter beautifully 
And some of the seeds that didn’t 
come up last summer came up this 

Kulfinski said 

To replace some of the lost seed 
fessor and some of his 
staff collec i seed from other loca 
tions. They were, soaked in water. 
wrapped in plastic and placed under 
refrigerated conditions. “They need 
ed: a simulated winter to ge 
minate,”’ he said. 

THE ORIGINAL SEED for the 
prairie was provided by Peter 
Schramm, a biologist at Knox Col
